Who Hogged His Tobacco. 


M A D ISO N , IL L ., Feb. 15. 
Thomas J. Hendricks of Madison, a 
cowboy, arrived home from Kurope, 
and told of his capture by Hermans 
while delivering a Miipment of horses 
to France, and his * cape from a de­ 
li ution camp. 
Hendrick said he was compelled to 
ride an ox, with a backbone as sharp 
as a razor, for nearly forty hours, be­ 
cause tie told a Germ an officer in words 
not appearing in W ebster's dictionary, 
wnat tie thought of him for taking tiis 
smoking tobacco for his own use. 
"Sh o rtly after our arrival at a wea­ 
pon in France,’’ said Hendrick, "an­ 
other Am erican and myself wander­ 
ed away from our camp and were sur­ 
prised by a squad of Germans on a 
scouting expedition. 
"W o were placed 
in

detention 
camp and made to care for cows and 
work in the gardens. I was thrown by 
a horse and suffered a broken 1» ft 
shoulder. They kept

hospital for several months and when 
I got well 1 was sent back to work in 
the fields. I remained there for several 
months and finally escaped 
to

French lines.

French I was shot at by pickets, the 
bullets whizzing about my head.

called out in English that I was an 
Am erican and the

cea.ed. 
After much examination, lasting, sev­ 
eral hours, 1 was given my freedom.”
